FILE HERE GIVES OFFICIAL 


FREEDOM TO FIVE SLAVES

A record dating back to pre-slavery days has been unearthed 


at the county recorder's office that is the only one of the kind 
OH record her?, and for that reason is of considerable interest. 
It is called an "Emancipation Deed," and was given to certain 
slaves by their owner when he set them free. 
^ 


The document was drawn in Madison, Indiana, May 16, 1S51. 


and recorded here -Sept. 3, 1860. 
The deed was made from 


Malachi Warren, of Lounds county, Alabama, to certain slaves 
named Ellen, Mary and Virginia, Andrew and Alonozo children of 
Ellen last name not given. It is believed that Ellen escaped with 
her children to Madison, and that when he located them there 
they pnrhcased their freedom, as the deed recites that they we; •• 
freed by reason of the payment of a certain sum. The documei.; 
declares that these slaves owed him service and labor, and that 
they were his property. It goes on to state that they are eman- 
cipated and set. free, for all time. That tbev are released, acquit- 
ted .clischnrged and emancipated as well as forgiven any further 
service, set at. full 
liberty, redeemed, discharged and 
disen- 


thralled and nrade free forever. 


The document was drawn by a notary public, and was prop- 


erly signed and witnessed.

NIKOLAI LENINE 


If the cables speak the truth, Xikolai Lenine, the 


head of the Eussian government, is dead. 


Lenine was born at Simbirsk. Volga, 1870. He 


was the son of a Eussian nobleman, his real name be- 
ing Ulianoff. 
He received a very thorough unver- 


eity education, a legal training and was admitted to 
the bar. He had a tremendously active mind. The 
rights of people appealed to him. Injustice stirred 
Ms soul and to combat Czarism he founded the first 
Social Democratic 
organization 
in Russia, the 


"Petersburg Union for the Emancipation of the 
^Working Classes." He also published an exhaustive 
history of "Capitalism in Russia." 


He -was esiled to Siberia by order of the Czar 


and later lived in Munich, London and Geneva, from 
some of these places he had to move because of his 
radical activities. In Geneva he published ''The 
Iskra" a social-democrat paper which preached the 
socialism of Karl Marx. It was at Geneva that Leon' 
Trotzky, who had been inseparably connected with j 
Lenine in Russia joined Lenine and worked on this
